IED LAST NIGHT 


‘Prominent Atlanta Citizen |s 
Attacked by Heart Failure 


He Was at One Time President of 
the State Senate and For 4 Long 
Period Served on Atlanta 
Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 


William H. Venable, one of the best 
known business men of Atlanta and the 
south, fell dead in 
brother in law, Dr. J. M. Ellis, 19 For- 
rest avenue, a few minutes after 7 
o’clock last night. 

The cause of Mr. Venable’s death was 
heart failure. 

Owing to the fact that the wires are 
down between this e:;ty and Stone Moun- 
tain, as the result of the thunderstorm 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Venable’s fam- 
ily did’ not know of the tragic occur- 
rence until some hours later. 

Dr. Ellis. was the only one with Mr. 
Venable at the time death came to him. 
Dr. Ellis says that just the moment 
before Mr. Venable was stricken he was 
talking of some business matters to him, 
and he appeared to have recovered from 
the slight mdisposition which sent him 
home earlier in the afternoon than 
usual. 

From the best accounts obtainable, 
Mr. Venable went to his office at the 
usual time yesterday morning. All dur- 
ing the morning he was busy at his 
desk, and at noon went to Dr. Bilis’ 
home for dinner. After lunch, Mr. Ven- 
able returned to his office and said noth- 
ing to any which would

1.—One new case of yellow 
fever developed today. The

Cuban fever expert, pronounced it 
tonight as a mild type of the dis- 
ease. One patient, W. J. Abell, died 


early this morning. 


New Orleans, September !|.—For the 
first time in several weeks the number 
of new cases on a week day was below 
forty, which ts regarded as cumulative 
evidence of the steady improvement in 
the local situation. 

The deaths continue to be few, but 
for the first time since the fever broke 
out, not one of them is an Italian. One 
‘Ss a negro,and all lived down town. 
Among the new cases is Father Hoes, 
of St. Ann church, whose parish has 
had considerable infection and he has 
laborered among his people from the be- 
ginning. 

A nest of three cases was discovered 
just across the protection levee above 
Carroliton, in Jefferson parish, the pa- 
tients being Italians. Hospital street, 
wh:ch has had !60 cases so far for the 
first time fails to report a new case. 

Assistant Surgeon W. C. Rucker, 
the marine hospital service, is down with 
a slight fever, but his case has not yet 
been diagnosed as yellow fever. Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Currie, who has been 
in command in =$ Algiers, has just re- 
covered from an attack of appendicitis, 

Reinfection Now Feared. 

The country infection is still a source 
of anxiety, because now that the city 
being cleared of infection there is dan- 
ger of reinfection. In Mississippi there 
have been about seventy cases to date, 
and only one death. 

There have been no cases traced to 
the country since the new regulations 
have been in effect, but the fact that 
Vicksburg and Natchez, with their air 
tight quarantines, have let in infection, 
leads to the determination on the part 
of the state health authorities to exert 
themselves -to the utmost to control the 
country situation.

BISHOP TURNER'S LETTER 
IN BEHALF OF HOKE SMITH 


Remarkable Pull Enjoyed By the 
Negro Bishop While Mr. Smith 
Was a Membei of the Cabi- 
net of President Cleve- 
land. 


Sandersville, Ga.. September 1.—(Sre 
Cial.)\—The Sandersville Herald of this 
week contains an article which has been 
received here with quite sensational ef- 
fect. 

The Herald's article goes into the de- 
tails of names concerning negro appoint- 
ments trom Georgia by Hon Hoke Smith 
when secretary of the interior. It is the 
taik of the town. 

It is as follows: 

“Candidate Hoke: Smith's position on 
the negro question has been persistently 
urged here as a reason for nominating 
him, and seemed to be having some ef- 
fect, but a rumor which bears the ear- 
marks of truth has been circulated here 
which has had somewhat the effect of @ 
cyclone upon his pretensions along this 
line, and fragments of Mr, Smith's vote 
expectations by reason of his effor¢ to 
disfranchise the negro have been found 
about, very much mutilated and dis- 
figured. 

‘‘And this rumor has it that while Mr. 
Smith was secretary of the interior dur- 
ing President Cleveland's administration, 
he appointed negroes himself to office. 
It is charged that he appointed Mary 
Brown, colored, a daughter of Bishop 
Brown, to a position in the interior de- 
partment, paying $1,200 a year to work 
alongside of white ladies, which job 
Mary still holds. And they do say that 
he appointed D. M. Turner. colored, a 
son of Bishop Henry M. Turner, to @ 
poMtion which pays $1,000 a year. And | 
it is further specified in the accusation 
that he appointed Cornelius King, a son 
in law of Bishop Turner, to a position 
paying $1,800, besides expenses, in the in- 
terior department, when the law provided 
for an Indian to be appointed, and ne 
Indian applying, he appointed the negro 
in preference to a white man, and they

PUT ON BOYCOTT 


Chinese Government Issues 
Edict te Viceroys and 
Governors. 


Oyster Bay, Sepiember 1.—China has 
Placed the boycott of American products 
under an imperial ban. An edict has 
been issued by the government command- 
ing viceroys and governors of provinces 
to take measures for the suppression of 
the beycott and holding them strictly re- 
sponsible. The staxe department at Wash- 
ington has received a cablegram from 
Minister Rockill at Pekin giving a sum- 
mary of the edict. The cablegram was 
forwarded immediately to the president, 
and by his direction Secretary Loeb made 
it public today, The text of the cabdle- 
gram follows: 

“Imperial edict published yesterday 
States that the long and deep friendship 
between the United States and China has 
never been tried as now. ~ The United 
States government hag promised to re- 
vise treaty and people should peaceful- 
ly await aation of both governments. 
Boycott wrong and harming friendly re- 
lations.” dt (edict) commands viceroys 
and governors to take effective action, 
making them strictly responsible:  Un- 
doubtedly will have a good effect: Shang- 
hai reported yesterday situation improv- 
ing.”

CANAL PROBLEMS 
WILL BE SOLVED 


—_—_—_————— 


Eminent Engineers Meet in| 
Washington, 


Will Decide Whether the Canal Shall 
Have Locks, or Be Cut to Tide 
Water Level—No Details 
To Be Consid- 
ered. 


G@ieans 


Washington, September !.—Eminent 
engineers of America and Europe met 
today upon the call of President Roose- 
velt to investigate and make recom .n¢n- 
dations as to the type of canal that is 
to connect the waterg of the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans 

By the executive order made last June 
a board of consulting engineers was con- 
stituted, consisting of General George W. 
Davis, Alfred Noble, William Barclay, 
Parsons, W. H. Burr, General Henry L- 
Abbott, Frederic P. Stearns Joseph Rip- 
ley, Isham Randolph, a)-American en- 
gineers; Henry Hunter, nominated by the 
British government; Herr Eugene Tin- 
causer, nomlfNated by the German gov- 
ernment; M. Guerard, nominated by the 
French government; M. Quellene, con- 
sulting engineer of the Suez canal, and 
J. W. Welcker, nominated by the gov- 
ernment of the Netherlands. 

It is this board that assembled today 
at the offices of the isthmian canal cum- 
mission. The members were met by 
Chairman Shonts, wh.» in a few words 
appropriate to the cccasion expressed 
the belief that good results will fotlow 
their deliberations. Th* board of con- 
sulting engineers will have referred to it 
all the data that has been collected by 
the committee bearing upon subject of 2 
type of canal. This data may be suffi- 
client for the board to determine whether 
the canal should be constructed with 
locks or shoukid be a sea level canal, and 
if the former schould bde recommended 
then details as to the locks will be taken 
under discussion. 

Recommendation Not Final. 

The recommendations of the consulting 
engineers will not be final, but will be 
made to the isthmian canal commission, 
which in turn will use its own judg- 
ment in a report to the president.

The board of consulting engineers will 
not have referred to it the detailed 4ues- 
tions of engineering connected with the 
construction of the ganai\after the type' 
has been: determined. : 

Beyond making recommendations as to 
the type of canal, whether locks or sea 
level, together with suggestions as tothe 
method of constructio1 the lock eana]l 
its duty as at present dcfined and under- 
stood by the committee will ceage. 

Chief Engineer Stevens is not a mem- 
ber of the executive bcard of the *om- 
mittee. While the engineering work of 
the committee will be under the immedi-

The Outlook in Manchuria. 
Peace means everything to Manchu- 
ria. For about teh years the great 
northern province of the Chinese em- 
pire has been the scene of constant 
disquietude and strife, the natural re- 


sult of the contention for its control! 


and possession between China, the 
nominal owner, and Russia. While 
the military occupation, under. guise 
railroad control, may have pro- 
duced a demand for supplies that was 


of temporary benefit, any sporadic 


prosperity resulting from this has 
been more than offset by the unrest 
which made stable investment and 


rea] development impossible. 


The peace which places Japan in 
practical contro] of this great prov- 
ince will mean much in the way of 
development. Had the result of the 
war been different and Russia been 
the victor, conditions in Manchuria 
would have been better than during 
the long period of unrest and doubt; 
but there can be no question that 
Japanese domination will mean more 
than Russian could have meant, *be- 
cause of the’ superior administrative 
qualities of the Japanese and of their 
vastly greater honesty in the affairs 
of government. 

The essential thing however, so far 
as Manchuria ig concerned, is peace. 
In speaking of the outlook for the fu- 
ture, United States Consul General 
Sammons, of Niuchwang, has this to 
Say in a recent report to the bureau 
of the department of commerce and 
labor: 

All indications, however, point to exten- 
sive business development following peace 
and a strong government control] and the 
continuance of the open-door policy. In 
ithis connection it is noticeable here, as it 
is elsewhere in China, that the American 
policy of the unquestioned integrity of 


the -Chinese empire has a beneficial and 
important effect upon commercia)] rela- 


tions, in that it-gives a feeling of security. 


and promises safety and protection for 
Khe Jegitimate investor. 

Mr. Sammons states that despite the 
troubled conditions of the past decade, 
Niuchwang has shown a steady in- 
crease and that there has: been prac- 
tically no cessation of business during 
the progress of the war. He notes, 
however, that both shipping and agri- 
cultural pursuits have been hampered 
greatly by explosive mines and shells. 
Several steamers have been blown up 
or damaged by coming in contact with 
some of the floating mines planted by 
either the Japanese or the Russians, 
and even now the shipping is conduct- 
ed undér difficulties. A somewhat 
similar state of affairs applies to the 
agricultural regions of the _ interior. 
Here the danger is from explosives 
such as unexploded shells. Many ac- 
cidents and deaths have been caused 
by the point of the plow, pursuing its 
peaceful vocation, striking some hid- 
den explosive, and many farms have 
had to be practically abandoned be- 
cause of the danger from this source, 

Mr. Sammons, however, takes a de- 
cidedly roseate view of the future, 
saying: 

Considering the prosperity of Manchu- 
ria under unsettled and unfavorable con- 
ditions of ihe past, it seems decidedly 
eonservative to predict enormous trade 
possibilities in the future under peaceful 
conditions and strong, stable government 
comtrol, and no trade restrictions. To 
encourage commercial development to the 
fullest’ degree the governing and police 
power will necessarily have to control or 
crush out with.a firm hand the lawless 
element that. has been a menace to the 
thrifty Chinese farmers and merchants 
of the interior. It has heen customary 
for many years for those transporting 
merchandise and supplies to purchase im- 
munity from toe robbers of the interior 
by paying the price to their accredited 
representatives. Thus could a sort of in- 
surance policy against highway robbery 
be taken out with practical certainty, too, 
of its conditions being observed. 

With a@ jarge area of ithe country under 
military occupation, and with no positive 
knowledge as to what the future has in 
store, it is no wonder interior trade con- 
ditions of Manchuria within the war zone 
are unsettled or that Niuchwang finds 
herself congested with goods intended for

A tidal wave of industrial development 
is now sweeping over the south, and 
with the completion of the Panama canal 
it will increase ten-fold, for the tendd@cy 
c/ all manufacturers is to seek the near- 
est ang cheapest route to the marts of 
the world. When this Inter-oceanic 
vaterway is open you will see not onl: 
the New England cotton mills, but tha 
other great manufacturing industries 
in the north, east and west transplanted 
south. Georgia ought to be prepared to 
take charge of those industries, and sea 
that they are managed and operated un- 
cer the guidance of our own peGple, for 
this is the only means by which théy 
can be controlled in the interest of th» 
south. To do this we must begin to fit 
eur young men for this important tasa, 
end this can only be done by the genecr- 
ous Support and upbuilding of our state's 
School of Technology. On that institu- 
ticn hinges the future industrial upbuil1- 
ing, development and prosperity of Geor- 
gia. This fact no reasoning man can ur 
will deny. 

Happily for our state, Mr. Editor.‘ we 
have a gentleman who is peculiarly fitted 
both by talent and experience, to take 
up this Important work, and carry it 
rot only to success, but to preeminent 
success. I refer, of course, to D. I. 8. 
Hopkins, for, without deparagement to 
ether distinguished and learned euuca- 
tors in Georgia, and the south, I do 
assert, that no one else is so peculiarly 
fitteg for this work. As you weil know 
Dr. Hopkins is the pioneer fn this line ir 
Georgia, and I also believe in the south 
The first definite idea of a technological 
school in the south was expressed by 
Dr. Hopkins in a speech at Emory col- 
lege in 1883. He built up a technolog- 
ical school aS an.annex at Emory, and 
which was successfully operated on a 
limited. scale from 1883 to 1887, and 
which experiment established the feas- 
ahility and value of such an institution, 
“ne general assembly of Georgia, recog- 
nizing the great work mapped out oy 
the doctor, passed an act in 1885 cre- 
fting a state technological school, and 
when completed, in 1888, Dr. Hapkina 
was. elected as‘its president. He filled 
this responsible position with rare abil- 
ity, and carried the school successfully 
through the trying periods of 1888-f897, 
and beginning at the bottom. lafd the 
foundation and built up the magnificen+ 
institution of today; and before re- 
luquishing the presidency, had erected 
a proud monument to his name that wil] 
endure and live in the grateful memory 
c. his people when the granite and brick 
walls of the great industrial enterprises 
now being built over Georgia have crum.- 
bled away, or: gtven place fo more ad- 
vanced industrial development, 

it was Dr. Hopkins’ repeated appeals 
to the general assembly, when this idea 
was new and the people unfavorable to 
the scheme, that prevented the destruc- 
tion of the experiment. Dr. Hopkins saw 
th, Technological school through itg 
hardest days, the grandest work of his 
life crowned with success, when he re- 
tired from its head to again take wis 
place in the sacred desk. 

Mr. Editor, I do not know that Dr. 
Hopkins would accept the presidency of 
this school, but I believe if he sees that 
his services are essential to the suecess 
of this great work tnat he will not re- 
fuse the call. I only as« the gentleman 
who have the selection of a successor to 
Captain Hall to look over the entire field 
and | am sure they.will agree with me 
that it is impossible to find another so 
peculiarly fitted to supply this important 
position, or one who ceuld bul'!d up our 
Technological school to the. proud em}- 
nence it should attain. 

And not only is Dr. Hopkins especially 
fitted for this imgortant position, requir- 
ing such unusual] talents, but he is a 
Christian gentleman in the fullest accep- 
tation of that term, and while training 
the u.unds of his pupils te rebuild a new 
industrial south upon the ruins of a zepu- 
diated institution (slavery), at the same 
time he would carve upon their minds 
and mold in their hearts all the tInstincts 
and essentials that constitute true man- 
hood and the Christian graces. 

In behalf of the future industrial up- 
lifting and development of Georgia; in be- 
half of the young men of our state, and 
upon whom we must rely to keep Georgia 
in the van in the march of progress; yes, 
as a fitting compliment to the founder 
of a technological training in the south, 
I ask the gentlemen in whose hands rest 
the important work of selecting a head 
for this school to ty and prevall on Dr. 
Hopkins to again take up a work that 
demands his valuable services and pe- 
cullar talent. Georgia has now the ie-d- 
ing Technological schoo! in the sonth, 
and with Dr. I. S. Hopkins again at its 
helm and with Mat liberal support the 
state should give this institution, it will 
be the peer of any like school in the 
United States.

Hon. M. J. Yeomans, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee, 
made a brief address in which he urged 
that the democracy of the new county 
should be properly organized from the 
start, and the meeting showed that it 
was in hearty accord with his views. 

Brief. addresses were also made by 
Dr. Jeff Davis, Judge J. B. Jones and 
Fermor Barrett, attorney and editor of 
The Toccoa Record. 

The meeting then elected the following 
county democratic executive committeee:

K. Acree, R. A. Naves and D, T. §Sim- 
mons.

Joe Hall is Heard. 

The public speaking of the day began 
at noon in the large. grove sirrounding 
the Toccoa public school house. ‘Hon. 
Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, chairman of the 
house committee on new counties, was 
the first speaker. Mr. Hall complimented 
the people of Toccoa upon the excellent 
showing they had made before the new 
county committee, and said they were 
entitled to the success they had at- 
tained. 

Mr. Hal! then took up several interest- 
ing state issues which are now figuring in 
the gubernatorial campaign. His severe 
criticism of the negro disfranchisement 
principle which is now being advocated 
by Hoke Smith was loudly applauded by 
the crowd around the speaker's stand. 

Mr. Hall declared that the people of 
Georgia owed the passage of the fran- 
chise tax bill to Dupont Guerry, Hooper 
Alexander, Murphy Candler and William 
Schley Howard. 

It had been stated that this was a cam- 
paign of education. Mr. Hall said some 
men who are now in the race for gov- 
ernor ought to have been interested in 
the campaign of education which has been 
going on in the state for the last eight 
years, They might now be better qual- 
ified to educate the people. 

The present state senate did one good 
thing for the people, Mr. Hall said, when 
it held up the bill passed by the. house 
providing for the appointment of a state 
board of tax equalizers.

He called Mr. Graves the “sweet 
singer of Georgia,’’ and said the people of 
Stephéns would hereafter hear him upon 
the hustings in his campaign for the 
United States senate.

teristic eloquent and appropriate ade 
dresses, during which he recelved fre- 
auent applause. He paid an interesting 
tribute to Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and Hkewise 
to Judge Russell, of Winder, wto follow- 
ed him on the speakers’ stand. He said 
he believed in all that Mr. Hall had said, 
and declared that the time has come 
when the people of Georgia must take 
hold of their own affairs. He believed 
that the people would take hold of thé 
reins of government as they should, and 
that the principlee of popular right and 
liberty would triumph as they should. 

Government, Colonel Graves deciared, 
is of. divine origin... Constitutions are 
ltuman instruments, but government 
comes from a higher source.

gone over the matter. I consider it very 
important, however that Peachtree street 
be put in as good condition as possible 
as quickly as possible. I am informed 
by Commissioner Collier that while he 
has not sufficient money left out of the 
funds already appropriated to finish the 
repair work, he has enough to prosecute 
the work at least two weeks longer. I 
am in favor of asking council for all 
the money “at he will need so that the 
repair work can be completed by the 
time the fair opens. 

“There will be no trouble about get- 
ting the money. I have investigated 
this and find that there are several mat- 
ters in the sixth and eighth wards not 
nearly so important as the repair work 
on Peachtree street. The money appor- 
tioned for these purposes could be easily 
diverted to the Peachtree street work, 
thus securing the funds without affect- 
ing any but the wards in which the work 
is to be done.” 

Alderman Peters. said yesterday that 
he was in favor of holding the confer-, 
ence and that he, too, thought the street 
should be placed in justas good condition 
as possible by the time the fair opens 
and that he would give his active sup- 
port to anything decided upon in the 
conference looking to that end. 

“A new pavement,” said he, “could 
only come after the requisite number 
of property owners had petitioned coun- 
cil to that effect. But even if that had 
been done it would not do now to tear 
up Peachtree street just on the verge. 
of the state fair, with the prospect of 
President Roosevelt being a visitor to

“What should be done is to see that 
Mr. Collier gets all the money he needs 
to finish his repair work, with which he 
has done splendidly up to date.

For, while the crop pros- 
rects ware shown to be far from prom- 
ising, they were conservatively summar- 
ized. In the early trading the market 
appeared nervous, due to fears that yes- 
terday’s raid would be continued. For 
a brief period traders “ye freely and 
caused a quick decline of moderate pro- 
portions, but when a few endeavored to 
take profits, the reaction was equally as 
rapid. Miss Giles’ condition figures of 
70.5 attracted more than usual atten- 
tion. ‘First, because of her correctness 
a month ago; and, secondly, on account 
of the reduction of 6 per cent for aban- 
doned acreage, placing the amount in 
final cultivation at only a little over 25,- 
000,000 acres. Mathematical deductions 
from her figures show no prospects of a 
production in excess of 10,000,000 bales. 
Opinions as to benefits to be derived 
from Texas rains at this late date are 
about equally divided, and reports of 
precipitation from numerous points in 
that state were without effect on values. 
The report of our exchange fixes the 
commercial crop for the past season at 
13,868,885 bales. In our spot markct 
offerings are very light with :ndications 
of an increasing Interest on the part of 
buyers. Orders, however, are for the 
most part at unworkable limits. Should 
the bureau report fail as a con 


argument that only a small crop is pos- 
sible efforts to advance prices wij] have 
to contend with the s:necreasing move- 
ment and small demand, but shouwld 
Tuesday’s figures range around 69, confi- 
dence in current or high values will be 
compkete. 

New York advices state that local 
traders gave the market fair support and 
succeeded in rallying it until reports of 
moderate —. rainfall was received -from 
north Texas, which checked the. recov- 
ery. While the movement of new cot- 
ton is reported as free, the selling is not 
urgent. Wall street interests which liqul- 
dated to some extent yesterday, ap- 
peared to still have confidence in a final 
advance. Generally speaking, the decline 
in price has been a natural reaction from 
the .overconfident bull disposition, but 
needs pressure of new cotton to bring 
about materially lower prices. It is 
doubtful if extreme views of the bureau 
will be realized, though an average of 
70 with the reduced acreage can hardly 
be regarded as an indication of an abund- 
ant supply. 

STOCKS—The monetary situation is re- 
flected in the hardening of money rates, 
though funds are avaliable in large 
amounts at 4 per cent on time, and call 
money is still being offered at 3 per cent 
and under. The bank statement tomor- 
row can hardly refiect the full Joss of 
cash by the banks, and there is no pres- 
ent evidence of unexpected stringency in 
the market. The movement of money 
to the interior should not assume ab- 
normal proportions, in view of the well 
known condition of all interior banks, 
and their ability to handle the crop 
situation successfully. The late trading 
today would indicate decidedly less pres- 
sure, and the present condition of the 
market, from a trader's standpoint, is 
much better as a result of this week's 
liquidation. Meantime, support from out- 
side interests is much restricted by ap- 
prehension regarding developments which 
have been largely discounted and many 
things point to an oversold condition of 
the market, if not the existence of a 
well developed short :nterest. Perhaps 
tomorrow's trading will not develop 
strength, but we regard this as very 
likely to follow with after-holiday con- 
siderations.
